Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Gelsen explains that the experimental results pertaining to 
crosslinking of the instantly claimed adhesive, such as by electron beam crosslinking experiment, in addition to 
produce some unwanted side effects (e.g., adheres to conveyor belt), generally fails to provide a desired amount of 
shear strength improvement. The Examiner notes that while the reference is silent about the amount of strength, the 
primary reference nonetheless does expressly teach that "where high cohesive strength and/or high modulus is 
needed, the foam may be crosslinked". As such, in the absence of elements which clearly distinguishes the instantly 
claimed invention from the reference, a suitable amount of gel content (e.g., less than 25%) appears to be an obvious 
optimization, i.e., not an unobvious element. The Examiner suggests that in addition to further amendment to distinctly 
claim the instant invention, a Declaration which provides persuasive evidentiary support showing that the instant 
invention is unobvious over the primary reference may be helpful for reconsiderng the allowability of instant invention. 
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
